stirring until dissolved. Chill
until thickened (about 15 min-
utes). Fold in drained peaches,
let stand until you have cake
§ ready. Cut off %-inch layer
from top of cake, take fork
and hollow out center by bits
(save these), put in filling. Re-
place top, frost with a powder-
ed sugar frosting, with a drop
of lemon juice added. Chill un-
til ready to serve.

Take same recipe, substitute
1 cup of your favorite fruit,
fresh or frozen instead of the
peaches used in the above .
recipe. Chill until thickened,
fold in cake bits saved from
the other cake. Turn into a
